2. UNDER WHAT CONDI¬ 
TIONS. 

You can avoid ice accidents by 
heeding and practicing the safety 
rules listed below. 

1. Prolonged freezing tempera¬ 
tures are necessary for ice to freeze 
solidly. Stay off the ice during 
thawing spells. 

2. Supervised ice skating areas 
are safest. Use these facilities in 
your neighborhood. Community 
skating rinks are excellent. 

3. Shallow water areas, sjuch as 
ponds, flooded hollows, slowly mov¬ 
ing streams, and small lakes, gen¬ 
erally offer good conditions for ice 
skating. For safety, water beneath 
the ice should not be more than 
waist deep. 

4. Always skate with a “buddy” 
and stay close to shore, particular¬ 
ly at night. 

5. Don’t build fires on ice. 

6. Never gather on the ice in 
large groups. 

7. Warn all skaters of danger¬ 
ous ice conditions when you are 
familiar with such hazards. 

8. If you accidentally break 
through the ice, don’t try to climb 
out. Extend both arms along the 
surface of the ice, and then kick 
vigorously. This will help to lift 
the body forward — then roll to 
safety. 

9. When attempting to help 
someone who has broken through 
the ice, throw a rone. 


Ice accidents are preventable. 
When you play on the ice or go ice 
skating, personal safety depends 
largely upon knowledge of two 
kinds:

At a meeting May 28, 1849, the committee of District 8 voted 
to build a school on the old lot south of Captain Charles Leonard’s 
house, whei’e the schoolhouse had been mysteriously burned one 
morning at 5 a.m. 

First they had “to ascertain the soundness of the District’s 
claim to the old lot and also find out if those still holding claims 
to the old lot will sell the same and what they can be bought for”. 
Roderick Allen was requested to bring forward his deed from the 
proprietors at the next meeting. 

A month later they reconsidered the decision and finally, to 
end argument, asked the Selectmen to decide on the best site. The 
selectmen agreed that the old site was best and they assessed the 
value of shares to be bought to clear the matter of ownership. 

; The suit with Roderick Allen had evidently been settled al¬ 
though the record book gives no details. At any rate their credit 
was restored. Roderick Allen built the new schoolhouse. The Com¬ 
mittee accepted the plans he brought in, except for the cupola and 
a few minor changes such as kind of wood for floor joists. 

In June, 1849, it was voted that the committee borrow $350 to¬ 
ward building costs. Voted also to give liberty to the builder “to 
make use of as many stores that are on the ruins of the old house 
as are suitable for building the foundation.” Voted the building bo 
set back on the lot as far as possible for good looks and con¬ 
venience. 

The school was finished in November. They drew from the town 
$600 to pay Mr. Allen and the painter and for building the steps, 
and $50 for the shed and for stove and stove pipe. 

Profiting from experience, they took several wise precautions. 
They chose Stephen Bodui’tha to get the house insured. They voted 
that the schoolhouse be closed againest everything but common 
schools and school meetings, and that the Prudential Committee 
keep the key. 

On December first, 1849, the building was formally accepted, 
and the winter term got under way. 

This building was used until 1874, when the site was needed 
for the new brick school and town hall. It was moved to the top of 
Factory Hill and is still being used as a dwelling house.

A love of reading is one of the 
finest gifts a parent can bestow 
upon a child.

A professional librarian can ex¬ 
pand the facilities of our libraries 
to provide a summer. Displays 
could be set up to stimulate read¬ 
ing in the areas of science, history 
and fine literature. 

In conjunction with the schools, 
a program could be instituted to 
instruct children in how to use a 
library more profitably. Only a pro¬ 
fessional librarian has the skill and 
‘know-how’ to do these things. 

Therefore, it is vitally impor¬ 
tant that the town meeting mem¬ 
bers vote for Article 7 in the Town 
Warrant and create the post of 
head librarian. Then and only then, 
will our children reap the benefits 
of expanded library facilities and 
our libraries will become the cul¬ 
tural centers they were meant toi

great advantages of a federal sys¬ 
tem is- that the states are supposed 
to serve as proving grounds for 
new and better ways of self-gov¬ 
ernment.

Enlightened states have set up 
their gubernatorial offices to 'fit 
big men.- They have concentrated 
executive authority in the governor 
so that he can be held responsible 
by the voters. 

They have given the gover¬ 
nor a four-year term so that 
he will have a chance to show 
his stuff. 

They have cut down the number 
of elective state administrative of¬ 
fices. Consider, for example, Ha¬ 
waii, which recently adopted a con¬ 
stitution- after carefully studying 
the experience of other states. Its 
governor appoints the state treas- 
urer, attorney general and all the 
other administrative officials (ex¬ 
cept the auditor), with the consent 
of the Senate.

New Arthritis Test Developed 
By March of Dimes Research 


A new and sensitive blood 
test for diagnosing rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis. ; in children 
was qne . of , ( the medical 
achievements of 1961 high¬ 
lighted, by. The National 
Foundation in a year-end 
review of progress by March 
of Dimes-supported scien¬ 
tists. 

The feport, by Dr. Thomas 
Mv-.-Rivers, vice president for 
.medical affairs of The Founda¬ 
tion, cited accomplishments 
related to birth defects, virus 
diseases, polio and genetics as 
well as • arthritis. 

Dr. Riveys also noted that 
1961 will be memorable because 
of . the licensing by the U. S. 
Governrqent of two. of the three 
component types of Sabin oral 
polio vaccine which, like the 
Salk killed-virus vaccine, was 
developed with money given to 
the March of Dimes. 

The new arthritis test was 
developed by Dr. Morris Ziff 
and his research associates at 
the University of Texas South¬ 
western Medical School in 
Dallas. In their studies, the test 
proved positive in 76 per cent 
of children with rheumatoid 
arthritis. Bv contrast, other 
tests currently in use seldom 
pinpoint the disease in more 
than 20 per cent of youngsters 
known to have it, according to 
Dr. Rivers. 

Dr. Rivers pointed out that 
few people realize how very 
serious rheumatoid arthritis 
can be in children, or how 
common it is among them. It is 
estimated that there are about 
30,000 children under 15 in the 
U. S. who have it, many of 
whom are severely crippled, he 
said. 

It is also suspected many 
other youngsters may have the 
disease, with perhaps only 
minor or vague pains and no 
clear-cut symptoms to label 
arthritis as the culprit. 

The arthritis test, which is 
particularly sensitive in detect¬ 
ing an unusual blood factor 
frequently found in persons 
with rheumatoid arthritis, may 
fill its greatest role in uncover¬ 
ing undiagnosed rheumatic dis¬ 
ease in children. 

This could be vitally im¬ 
portant, because the earlier 
diagnosis is made and treat-

Dr. Frank A. Hayes of the 
I T . ,S. Fish and Wildlife Service, es¬ 
timates that within the past year 
stomach worms and lung worms 
alone have harvested more deer in 
certain areas than all the hunters 
put together.
